The  Collegeville  mail  carrier  passed  his  eighty-first 
milestone  on  January  13.  He  marked  off  his  forty-fifth  year 
on  the  campus,  January  1.  Forty  years  ago,  February  1,  he 
started  carrying  mail  for  Uncle  Sam. 


Brother  Vic  went  modern 
two  years  ago  last  Thanks¬ 
giving  Day;  he  put  aside  his 
horse  and  wagon  in  favor  of 
a  Dodge  truck.  And  now  he 
iiS'  driven  to  and  from  the 
Rensselaer  postoffice  twice 
daily,  while  he  takes  full 
charge  of  the  mail  sacks.

Only  old- 
timers  remember  him  as  head 
infirmarian.  Only  the  oldest  of 
old-timers  remember  when  he 
drove  a  buggy  to  meet  all  trains. 

WATCHED  TIMES  CHANGE 

Brother  Vic  w.as  carrying  mail 
Hie  day  the  first  automobile  chug¬ 
ged  into  Rensselaer.  He  was 
carrying  mail  the  day  the  first 
airplane  sailed  over  Jasper  county. 
He  watched  the  great  strides  of 
transportation  during  the  past 
forty  years,  and  kept  pace  with 
them.  He  helps  put  truth  into 
the  words  carved  above  the  door 
of  the  New  York  postoffice: 

Neither  snow  nor  rain,  nor  heat 
nor  gloom  of  night  stays  these 
couriers  from  the  swift  comple¬

THE  CLOCK 


Many  of  us  recall  the  years  during  which 
St.  Joe  had  no  basketball  varsity.  Each 
class  had  its  own  team. 

Tlose  teams  were  called 
Seconds,  Thirds,  Fourths, 

Fifths,  and  Sixths.  There 
was  no  Firsts.  The  fresh¬ 
men  and  sophomores 
combined  their  strength 
to  form  the  Seconds. 

Each  team  played  each  of 
the  other  four  teams 
twice  during  the  season. 

Toward  the  end  of  the 
season,  an  All-Star  High 
School  and  an  All-Star 
College  team  were  select¬ 
ed.  Those  All-Star  teams 
would  meet  in  two  games. 

It  was  always  a  big 
night  on  the  campus 
when  the  high  school 
and  the  college  clashed. 

At  the  close  of  the  sea¬ 
son,  the  sports  editor  of  Andrew  Mathieu 
The  Collegian  always  named  the  five  best 
basketball  men  on  the  campus.  Their  pictures 
were  taken  and  run  in  The  Collegian.  This 
picture  of  Andrew  Mathieu  appeared  in  the 
April  15,  1931  issue  of  the  student  publica-. 
tion,  because  he  made  the  All-Star  team  for 
the  1930-’31  season.  Father  Mathieu  (he  is 
now  ordained)  is  working  for  a  Master’s 
degree  in  Social  Service  at  Catholic  U.,  play¬ 
ed  with  the  All-Star  College  team  which 
was  defeated  by  the  All-Star  High  School 
team  38-15  and  31-29.  In  the  high  school’s 
starting  lineup  were  Forsee,  Cook,  Horrigan, 
Scheidler,  and  Bubala.  Officials  for  the 
games  were  the  Revs.  Henry  Lucks  and 
Bernard  Scharf.

Old  Collegian 
Outlines  History 
Of  Columbians 


Students  Petition  Faculty 
For  C.  L.  S.  in  1892 
Old  Publication  Reveals 


First  steps  toward  organizing 
the  Columbian  Literary  Society 
were  taken  shortly  after  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  school  year  in  1892, 
according  to  the  first  issue  of 
The  Collegian,  published  Novem¬ 
ber,  1894. 

A  petition  bearing  the  signa-  j 
tures  of  nearly  all  the  students 
was  submitted  to  the  faculty  re¬ 
questing  “permission  to  form  an 
association  for  the  promotion  of 
the  oratory  and  literature  of  such 
students  as  are  hereafter  men¬ 
tioned,  and  any  who  may  desire 
admittance  into  said  association.” 

Permission  was  granted  by  the 
faculty.  C.  L.  S.  members  formally 
adopted  a  constitution  on  Octo¬ 
ber  12,  Columbus  Day. 

“  ‘Sebastian’,  the  first  play 
given  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Society,  was  so  well  received  on 
the  niij'ht  of  its  presentation, 
Dec.  10,  that  it  was  reproduced 
at  Rensselaer  and  again  at  Rem¬ 
ington,  meeting  at  both  places 
with  great  success,”  according  to 
The  Collegian,  a  publication 
founded  by  the  C.  L.  S. 

“Encouraged  by  their  efforts,” 
The  Collegian  story  continues, 
“the  Columbians  played  a  second 
drama,  ‘Major  John  Andre,’  on 
May  22,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Military  Day  exercises  of  the 
Seifert  Light  Guards,  and  repro¬ 
duced  it  at  Rensselaer,  where  it 
received  even  a  greater  ovation 
than  had  ‘Sebastian.’  ” 

Of  the  charter  officers,  shown 
in  the  adjoining"  picture,  the 
Alumni  Office  has  lost  track  of 
Leo  Gross,  John  Woulfe,  and 
James  Fitzpatrick. 

F.  H.  Dirksen,  ’91-’93,  a  retired 
school  teacher,  lives  at  Maria 
Stein,  O.  He  is  the  father  of 
the  president  of  St.  Joseph’s. 

Father  Benedict  Boebner  died 
Feb.  7,  1937;  Edward  Gilmartin 
died  in  June,  1935,  when  president 
of  the  Gilmartin  Lumber  Com¬ 
pany,  Fort  Wayne,  and  the  Rev. 
William  Sullivan  died  February 
17,  1937.
